trader, Edward O'Callaghan. 

Farrell said that he still refused, and, in 
reply to further questions, added that the 
man was not a person who would ordinarily 
have anything to do with licences. 

The accused man, on Tuesday, pleaded 
“not guilty” to ‘uttering forged cattle 
export licences, knowing them to be forged 


| and with intent to defraud,’’ and to indict- 


ments of obtaining, with intent to defraud, 
from Edward O’Callaghan, cattle exporter, 
Cabra, £50, or part of that sum, by falsely 
pretending that the cattle export licences he 
was selling and sold to O'Callaghan were 
genuine cattle export licences. 

Under further cross-examination, Farrell 
described a visit to the house of the man 
who gave him the licences, and said that 
this man told him that he did not know

‘‘Assuming your story of wanting to pro- 
tect this man and his family is correct, was 
there anything to prevent you giving back 
Mr. O'Callaghan his money and at the same 
time protect ‘Mr. X’?”’—** No, sir.” 

‘Why didn’t you do it?’’—‘‘The other 
man wanted his licences back.” 

When the  cross-examination concluded, 
Judge Davitt asked: “ How many times have 
you seen the mysterious person since you 
were committed for trial? "—‘ Only three 
times.” rephed Farrell.

AUCTIONEER CHARGED 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


James 8. McMahon, auctioneer, of St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, pleaded not guilty 
to fraudulently converting to his own use 
£243 entrusted to him for the purchase of 
34 Dartmouth square, Dublin. 

Mr. J. McCarthy, prosecuting counsel, said 
that the accused man was an auctioneer, trad- 
ing as J. 8. McMahon and Co., 132 St. 
Stephen’s Green, Dublin, and was in a sub- 
stantial way of business. In 1933 he adver- 
tised 34 Dartmouth square for sale, although 
he had not the permission of the owner, Mrs. 
Kiernan, A Mr. O’Connell agreed to buy 
this house from Mrs. Kiernan; the purchaser 
was to pay J. 8. McMahon £5 for fees and 
Mrs. Kiernan was to pay £10. Mr. O’Connell 
wrote a cheque, payable to J. 8. McMahon 
and Co., for the sum of £283 15s., which was 
lodged in the Royal Bank to the credit of 
McMahon and Co. The sale had not since 
been completed, because the money should 
have gone to Mrs. Kiernan. Mr. O'Connell 
had not got his house or his cheque. 

Mortimer O’Connell, Beechwood avenue, 
Rathgar, said that he signed a form for the 
purchase of the house in Dartmouth square, 
and signed a cheque payable to McMahon and 
Co. 

In cross-examinatior by Mr. E. H. Burne 
(for the defence, instructed by Messrs. Gerald 
Byrne and Co.), witness said that he believed 
that £25 was paid out of the cheque to Mrs. 
Kiernan. 3 

Mrs. Kiernan, owner of the Dartmouth 
square house, testified to agreeing to the sale. 

Her brother-in-law, Mr. Michael Kiernan, 
who acted as her solicitor during this period, 
gave evidence of correspondence regarding 
the sale which passed between him and the 
accused man’s company. 

Mrs. Elizabeth McMahon, wife of the 
accused man, described the keeping of the 
accounts during an ‘illness of her husband, 
and also the intervention of his bankruptcy. 
The bank, she said, had never given notice 
that they would pay no further cheques. 

To Mr. McCarthy, witness said that the 
first dividend on the bankruptcy was 1s. 14d. 
in the &. 

“ We were doing a good sbusiness, and, 
before my husband was ill, a very good busi- 
ness,’ remarked the witness at a later stage, 
adding, in reply to another guestion, “ our 
anxiety was to discharge all our liabilities.”’ 

James 8. McMahon said that he was 
seventy-three years of age, and had been in 
the auctioneering business for fifty-two years. 
He had been ill in 1933. He would have met 
the liability to Mrs. Kiernan if it had not been 
for the bankruptcy. There had been an offer 


for his St. Stephen’s Green premises of £2,000 
before this time, and between £900 and £1,000 
was owing to the firm. 

Explaimng his present position, he said 
that, a small company had been formed by 
his wife and some friends. He was manag- 
ing the business. 

Lhe jury found the accused man guilty. 

Mr. Burne, defending counsel, having ap- 
pealed for leniency, Judge Davitt said that 


he would suspend sentence until July next, 
allowing the accused man out in the mean-

REVISED OPINION 


Professor Daniel A. Binchy, who was called 
by Mr. Phelps, said that he had completely 
revised the opinion that he gave as a witness 
during the hearing of the Erne Fishery case 
in 1929, to the effeet that the appropriation 
of a fishery would have been impossible in 
the twelfth Sentury under ancient Irish law. 
He now believed that a fishery could have 
been held under private ownership before 
the year 1200. He had altered his former 
view because now he was much more familiar 
with the general nature of Irish law than 
he was in 1929, and had since done a great 
deal of work in connection with unpublished 
sources of Irish law. The evidence that he 
gave in 1929 was based on knowledge which 
was confined to printed sources of Irish law, 
and in the unpublished sources he had dis- 
covered fresh matter of great importance 
bearing on the ancient Irish law. 

The hearing had not concladed when the 
Court rose.

A Widely Observed Split Meteor 


A recent bulletin of the Harvard College 
Observatory describes a fine fireball which 
was observed in the U.S.A. on the evening 
of December 14, 1933, and was seen in the 
course of its flight to split into two parts. 
It was photographed thrice, twice at Oak 
Ridge and once at Cambridge, while over 
30 visual observations of it were obtained 
in New England. Unusual data were thus 
available for comparing visual and photo- 
graphic observations, from which it was 
found that the visual gave more informa- 
tion on the length of the trail of the 
meteor, whereas the photographic showed 
greater detail of a short segment of the 
path, which extended about 30 kilometres 
bevond the last photographed point. The 
duration of flight was-estimated to vary 
from two to ten seconds, so that any de- 
termination of the velocity of the meteor 
could not be attempted. Meteors, or rather 
fireballs, have been sometimes noticed to 
split into two or more parts and pursue 
their separate courses in parallel direc- 
tions. The present writer remembers 
seeing a meteor. some years ago (also in 
December), which had evidently split into 
two before appearing ; for it was followed 
by another meteor almost simultaneously 
and the pair moved along parallel courses, 
thus suggesting a common origin. í

MACHINERY IDLE FOR 
SEVERAL YEARS 


Tt was learnt yesterday that the large dis- 
tillery in Thomas street, Dublin, the property 
of the Dublin Distillers’ Company, Ltd., has 

i been acquired by the Hammond Lane 
. Foundry Company for demolition. This dis- 
tillery, which has been in existence for about 
one hundred and fifty vears, ceased to func- 
tion about seven eight years ago, and 
since that time the machinery has been lying 
idle. 

Mr. Maurice Nugent. who is manager of 
the machinery department. told an Jrish Times 
reporter yesterday that the work of dis- 
mantling, which is to commence to-day, wil 
give employment to thirty or forty men for 
from six to nine months, and will mean the 
entire clearance and levelling of the site. 
The machinery, which comprises a large 
quantity of copper from the stills and worms, 
includes three very large beam engines, the 
disappearance of. which, it is believed, will 
leave only one of this type in Dublin, if not 
in ithe whole of Ireland, as well as six Lan- 
cashire boilers, one Cornish boiler, three 
makh tuns, three coppers, eight copper stills,

The members felt that there 
were flawg in the relief scheme, and they 
wanted to see how it could be improved. 
They were not satisfied that men on relief 
work were earning sufficient, and it was de- 
cided that a conference should be held be- 
tween members of the committee and the 
Board of Works in connection with the 
scheme. They thought that three days’ work 
ought to be given instead of two. 

In reply to Mrs. Walsh, it was stated by 
one of the Supervisors that there would be 
400 such cases on the Corporation and Board 
of Works schemes. 

Mr. Healy, R.S., said that by getting this 
work the man lost the benefit of the cheap 
meat scheme, as well as whatever assistance 
he would get from the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society and other benefits. 

Mr. Gately suggested that pending the 
result of the conference the supervisors should 
use their discretior and give the subsidy. 

Mr. Blake said that in gil schemes of relief 
work men should be paid sufficient to prevent 
them coming to that board for a subsidy, so 
that no one should suffer starvation. In the 
case mentioned the man had five children and 
was in receipt of 28s. relief work pay, out of 
which he had to pay rent, etc, It was not 
sufficient i 

It was decided that each case of the kind 
be considered on its merits, and that the City 
Manager be reguested to allow the Relief 
Supervisors to attend the proposed conference.

In addition to worldliness, there also 
emerged at this period in England a spirit of 
laissez-faire. They had advanced, in the 
writings of Charles Davenant and in pamphlets 
of the day, the case that the best help the 
State could give was to leave business alone. 


ATTITUDE TOWARDS THE 
POOR : 


There developed, too, a new attitude 
towards the poor. After 1650, the poor man, 
it was argued, needed to be disciplined; he 
was a public danger, and should be policed 
into servitude. A new medicine was pre- 
scribed, by which those willing to work 
should be allowed to work by the State for 
whatever wages the masters vouchsafed to 
give. If they were not willing to work, they 
were to be shipped to the new colonies, where 
they might hope to win their freedom, and in 
their declining years know the status of 
emancipation won by their own toil. 

By the end of the seventeenth century the 
new O6ourgeois civilisation had established 
itself. In England, the quintessence of the 
new régimé, as he saw it, was in the founda- 
tion of the Bank of England. If they traced 
the holdings of stock in the Bank of England 
in 1694, they would find that members of 
Parliament at that time held the stock distri- 
buted between Whigs and Tories, alike. The 
business men were in control: the younger 
son of the nobility had gone into the City, 
and was going to marry, if not his master’s 
daughter, at any rate, the daughter of a cor- 


poration with larger interests and greater 
power than any single master.

STATEMENT BY MINISTER 


_—_o>_——_. 


R. J. M. DILLON (U.I., Donegal) 
asked 


the Minister for Finance if 
certain departments of the State 
answered correspondence addressed to them 
in English by correspondents who did not 
understand Lrish, in the Irish language; and 
if he would issue instructions that such 
answers in future would have English trans- 
lations attached. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that he was not aware 
that the practice referred to was followed. 
For a number of vears past the practice laid 
down for the Civil Service generally required 
that acknowledgments of letters received in 
Government departments from persons resi- 
dent in the Saorstat should be issued in 
common form printed in Irish only, and there 
was no reason to think that this arrangement 
had created any material inconvenience for cor- 
respondents. Regarding individual replies. the 
general official instruction was that all letters 
in Irish received in departments should be 
replied to in that language. He saw no neces- 
sity for the further instruction suggested in 
the question. 

Mr. DILLON—TI have in my hand a letter 
of acknowledgment received from the Depart- 
ment of Posts and Telegraphs, the contents 
of which were not understood by the recipient, 
and the failure to understand them caused 
him considerable personal inconvenience. 
Would it in any way derogate from the status 
of Irish if to these formal letters of acknow- 
ledgment there was added in minor print a 
translation of the contents of the body of the 
letter ? 

Mr. MacENTEE—I am afraid that our 
predecessors in their wisdom laid down the 
present form, and I see no reason to depart 
from it. 

Mr. DILLON—Is the Minister falling 
back on the usual justification, ‘‘ Wrap the 
a na nGaedheal flag round me,

Mr. MacENTEE—The Deputy is living in 
a dead world.

IRISH IN THE SCHOOLS 


Mr. DERRIG, Minister for Education, told 
Mr, Dillon (U.I., Donegal) that wher, 
teachers were sufficiently qualified in Irish 
the Department of Education expected that 
the work in the infants’ classes would be 
entirely in Irish. On June W last 15.500 children 
enrolled in infants’ classes in Dublin city. 
Applications. had been received from the 
managers of national schools in the English- 
speaking districts for permission to use the 
home language of the children as a medium 
of instruction in the infants’ classes, with 
Irish as the subject of instruction. . Such 
applications had been acceded to only in 
cases where the teachers at present were not 
competent to do their work through Irish. 


PENSIONS FOR CONNAUGHT 
RANGERS 


Mr. AIKEN, Minister for Defence, informed 
Mr. Norton (Labour, Kildare) that a _ bill 
will be introduced into the Dail during the 
present session to ghéar pensions and 
gratuities for ex.members of the Connaught 
Rangers who took part in the mutiny in India 
in 1920. 


LANDLORD AND TENANT 


Other questions put down by deputies 
elicited the following information :— 

To Mr. J. EVERETT (Lab., Wicklow)— 
The Minister for Justice is not prepared to 
introduce proposals for legislation to amend 
the law regulating the relations between 
landlord and tenant, so as to prevent the 
eviction for non-payment of rent of unem- 
ployed workers pending the report of the 
Town ‘Tenants (Occupctional Tenancies) 
Tribunal. 

To Mr. WILLIAM NORTON (Lab.. 
Kildare)—The Minister for Industry and 
Commerce cannot see his way to introduce 
legislation to increase the rate of benefit 
under the Unemployment Assistance Act 
having regard to the high cost of living. 


MERCHANDISE LICENCES 
Mr. Mr. D. MORRISSEY (U.I., Tippe- 


rary)—TIhe number of merchandise licences 
granterl under the Road Transport Act, 
1933, was 1,383, and the number refused 
216. Three hundred transfers of licences 
(existing carriers) were granted and two re- 
fused. The area of operation of the licences 
extended in practically all cases to more 
than one county. 

To Mr. Muleahy (U.I., Dublin, N.), Mr. 
MacENTEE said — 

The relative charging section makes no 
provision for importation without payment 
of duty of articles intended for manufac- 
turing purposes, and, in view of the fact 
that, this 1s a revenue producing duty, it 
has been deemed inexpedient to allow im- 
portation free of duty of goods liable to 
duty, as starch, except in cases where such 
goods are required for the manufacture of 
articles intended for export. Goods of the 
description of corn flour are required to be 
entered under the heading, “Maise Pro- 
ducts (Other Sorts),”’ the imports of which 
during the nine months period referred to 
amounted to 19,733 cwts., value £13,188. 
These figures included 2,707 ewts. of maize 
products (including corn flour) on which Cus- 
toms duty amounting to £406 was charged 
as ‘‘starch.’’ 


KILDARE BARRACKS 

Mr. MacENTEE, replying to Mr. W. 
Norton (Lab., Kildare), said that the plans 
for the proposed reconstruction works on 
the Kildare Military Barracks will require 
careful and prolonged consideration, and it 
is not possible at this stage to indicate, 
even approximately, when it would be prac- 
ticable to invite tenders.

In the following week the Local Govern- 
ment (Finance) Bill and the supplemental 
estimates will be further considered.

MORE ABOUT THE 
COAL-CATTLE PACT 


at! 


R. SEAN MacENTEE,. Minister for 
M Finance, moved the second reading cf 

the Finance (Special Drawback) Bill, 
1936, in the Dail “yesterday, 

He said that the bill was consequential on 
the decision of January 25 to abolish the 
import duty of 5s. on coal. The bill provided 
for the repayment of the duty shown to have 
been paid on stocks of coal held by registered 
importers at midnight on January 24, The 
bill also provided for repayment of duty paid 
in similar circumstances on coal dust used 
in the manufacture of briquettes, and held in 
stock by the importer on the appointed day. 

Mr. R. MULCAHY (U.I,, Dublin, N.) said 
that there was a great number of people who 
required to have justice done to them in 
reference to the tax on coal besides the im- 
porters. They were the classes who retailed 
coal; the coal merchants throughout the 
country, and the bellmen and factors. Then 
there were the coal consumers. All those 
classes to-day were suffering from serious 
injustice as the result of the policy that put 
a five shillings tax on practically all coal 
imported into the country over the last twelve 
months, 

The one class that had been singled out 
for justice in the matter was the particular 
class that had surmounted all the injustices 
of the last twelve months, and who to-day 
were reaping, in his opinion, a very remark- 
able profit as a result of the Minister’s 
agreeing with them that five shillings was 
enough to take off the price of coal when 
they removed the five shillings tax. 

Mr. MacENTEE said that there was nothing 
about a Ministerial agreement with anybody 
in the hill. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that that was what 
he wanted to explain. In Castleblayney an 
official of the Labour Exchange had got a 
coal merchant to sign a document obliging 
him to reduce the price of coal by five 
shillings a ton. That merchant had to pay 
the five shillings tax, but did not come with- 
in the terms of the present bill. and had 
been so informed by the Minister for In- 
dustry and Commerce, who answered that he 
was dealing with the importers, and that 
people who had retail stocks would not be 
refunded their money. 


RESULT OF THE TAX 


The result of <the tax for the last twelve 
months should new be contemplated, and one 
result was that coal was being sold at lls. a 
ton more than it should be sold at. The 
system of qtiotas and licences had created a 
definite ‘‘ring’’ of coal importers. Not a 
single person to-day who was not a-registered 
coal importer could embark on the coal 
importing business. 

Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 
Commerce, said that anvone could become a 
registered coal importer. — 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the applicant 
could have the pleasure of having his name 
on the register, but after a definite date the 
system of licence and quotas operated. To 
get into the business of coal importing to- 
day wag almost impossible. There was no 
necessity for preventing freedom of trade in 
British coal. 

Mr. W. NORTON (Lab., Kildare) said that 
the bill had been drawn up on the basis of 
giving to those who had the most the 
benefits of the measure. It appeared to him 
to be based on the desire to give to the 
registered coal importers the remission of the 
duties charged upon the coal which they had 
imported, while a similar measure of justice 
was going to be denied to persons who were 
just as necessary to the distribution under 
the present system as was the registered coal 
importer. The Government proposed only to 
grant the remission to the wealthy large- 
scale importers, and the small man in the 
country town who was not a registered coal 
importer was going ot be required to. sell at 
5s per ton Jess than the big importer could 
sell it in the same town. That was an 
obvious tujustice, and the bill should cer- 
tainly be amended so as to extend the re- 
mission of duty, which was going to be 
applied to the registered coal importer, to the 
whole trade. 

Mr. BENNETT (U.1I., Limerick) said that 
the bill proposed to recoup persons who had 
incurred no loss. 


COAL-CATTLE PACT 
Mr. P. BELTON (Ind., Dublin) said he 


would like to know if, when the duty was 
originally imposed, the Minister took any 
steps to ensure that the existing stocks of 
coal imported before the tax had been ‘sold 
free of tax. It would be wrong if there was 
a loss at both ends, but it would be equally 
wrong if there was a gain. He thought the 
Government had not handled the position pro- 
perly, and in principle the merchants should 
be given the benefit of the tax remission as 
well as the importers. 

He asked the Minister if he could give some 
information on the question of the Coal-Cattle 
Pact, which was related to the subject. Was 
there auy truth in the rumours that it was 
all off? He would like to hear the Minister 
assure the House—not that the assurance 
would be any good—that there was no truth 
in the rumour, strongly current, that negotia- 
tions had broken down on the pact; or could 
he tell the House, on foot of the Coal-Cattle 
Pact, how much England surcharged the 
Free State last year with her penal tariffs? 

The MINISTER—The deputy can raise that 
on his motion during private members’ time. 

Mr. BELTON—The Minister is not afraid of 
discussing it in public time? The bill is a first 
cousin—perhaps, a half-brother—to what I am 
talking about. The Minister does not like it 
to be raised now. 

Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) said that the 
quality of the coal retailed to the poor people 
was altogether shocking, and constituted an 
injustice. He would not say that that had 
anything to do with the Coal-Cattle Pact, be- 
cause at all times the bulk of our coal was 
taken from England, But the situation called for 
some action that would secure that coal would 
be sold at prices that would be reasonable 
to the consumer, and that would ensure that 
the quality of the coal would be uniform, 
Those to whom a fire was the most important 
thing in the world were unable to get coal of 
a reasonable quality, and had to pay 5d. per 
stone for it last Christmas. It ought to call 
for the attention of the Government. 


DRAWING THE LINE 
Mr. LEMASS, Minister for Industry and 


Commerce, replying, said the Government 
would like to see the remission granted fairly 
to all, but there were obvious difficulties. The 
line had to be drawn somewhere, because 
somewhere what appeared to be an injustice 
would be caused unless they went 
to every coa cellar and private 
house in the country, weighing the 
coal therein, and ascertaining what part of 
it was for retail and what part for consump- 
tion, . The impression that coal ge atharin 
were a small number of wealthy people was 
ridiculous. There were over of them, 
and anyone could secure registration, there 
being no power in the Minister to refuse it. 
Retailers who were not importers were com- 
paratively few in number, and their stocks at. 
any time would be insignificant in relation 
to the total imports, It was possible to check 
up with reasonable accuracy the statements of 
the importers, but they could not follow the 
coal throughout the country. So far as other 
matters were concerned, they could be raised 
on a more suitable occasion. 

Mr. MULCAHY inquired when that time 
would arrive. 

The MINISTER replied that, if they 
wished, these matters could be discussed 
there and then. The coal quota was in 
existence in order to prevent the formation 
of a “ring’’ in this country to force up 
prices—a ‘‘ring’’ such as had existed in 
Dublin at the time the Opposition were in 
office, and which had the co-operation of the 
exporters in England to the extent that those 
outside the ‘ring’? would not be supplied. 
That “ ring ” had since been broken. 

Mr. MORRISSEY (U.I., Tipperary)—There 
is the federation that fixes prices. 

Mr. MULCAHY asked why it was there 
was such a wide margin between the cost to 
the importer and the consumer, 

The MINISTER—Does the deputy consider 
that nine shillings is altovether unréasonable 
for unloading, cartage to the importer’s shed, 
délivety cartage and allowance for retailer's 
rot? 

Mr. MULCAHY—Does the Minister accept 
that figure as reasonable? . 

The MINISTER said he was not accept- 


ing the figure, but it seemed to be reasonable. 


Mr. MULCATY asked if the Minister had 
satisfied himself that the increase had gone 
into Increased wages. 

The MINISTER said there was machinery 
for the investigation on complaint of the 
price. Why had not the patriots on the 
Opposition, who had so much concern now, 
taken advantage of that machinery? 

Mr. MULCAHY—Because the people who 
have thé information are lying under the 
Department and are afraid to appear. 

Mr. LEMASS said she had no brief what- 
ever for the coal merchants, the majority of 
whom always figured on the subscription lists 
for Cumann na nGaedheal, but he had no 
reason to believe they were over-charging, 
and there was nothing in the situation which 
he could see indicated that they were 
profiteering. It was up to those who were 
making ‘the allegation to put their grounds 
for it before them for investigation. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.L, Cork) said that 
9s. per ton was too much profit. 

MINISTER—I don't know whether it is 
or not—— 

Mr. COSGRAVE—It should be your busi- 
ness to know, : 

The MINISTER said if he had not asked 
for the information supplied to him by the 
Prices Commission as to what would be a 
reasonable sum for profit, he would have put 
the sum higher than that. 

Mr. COSGRAVE—That is enough for the 
Prices Commission, 


AN UNDERTAKING 


The MINISTER said if the grounds for the 
allegation were not put before the machinery 
of the State provided for the purpose, then 
those who were responsible for it should not 
continue the complaint. There was no manu- 
facturer in Dublin secure because of any 
contact he had with the Department of In- 
dustry and Commerce: that was a bugbear 
of the Opposition. He would give an under- 
taking that neither the deputy nor his friends 
would be intimidated by him if they availed 
themselves of the machinery in reference to 
the question. If the allegation were put for- 
ward seriously it ought to be thoroughly 
investigated. 

The coal importers should be made to 
justify their prices if the allegation that they 
were overcharging was put forward seriously. 
He never had denied that the prices of coal 
had risen. They had gone up everywhere, 
and the ayerage level of coal prices in Belfast 
was higher than in Dublin. 

“I hold no brief for the coal importers,” 
said Mr. Lemass. ‘‘The majority of them 
are politically enemies of my party, If they 
lost money they presumably will get out of 
the biisiness, but it must be seen that they 
make only a reasonable profit.’’ 


AN AMENDING BILL 


He hoped that this year a bill -would be 
introduced to amend the Control of Prices 
Act. 

"I think we now are in the position where 
we can take out of the Act the amendments 
which” the Cumann na nGaedheal Party had 
had inserted in it in the Senate.’’ 

Mr. DILLON (U.1., Donegal) asked if there 
was not an understanding between the 
Britis} colliers and the British Board of Trade 
that, ‘while they could not hope to get an 
artificial price for coal on foreign markets, 
they could hope to get it in Great Britain 
or in any other market where they got 
exclusive control. They had exclusive control 
in Great Britain, and in this country they 
had exclusive control by reason of the coal- 
cattle PS They could push up the price 
of coal in this country indefinitely, or as 
high as such artificial price obtained for 
British coal in Great Britain. 

Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork) said 
that the Minister for Industry and Commerce 
had told them that there was a “ring” 
here some years ago, but when that “ring” 
was here people were paying less for coal 
than they were now. It apparently did not 
affect the consumer which was the main 
question, at issue. It was the Minister's 
business to see that an undue price was not 
charged. Personally, he (Mr, Cosgrave) had 
no faith whatsoever in the Prices Commis- 
sion, One single report that had been issued 
last year had satisfied him that if ever there 
was a joke of a Commission in this country 
it was that one, and he thought that the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce realised 
that himself. 


STATEMENT DENIED 


The MINISTER FOR FINANCE (Mr. Sean 
MacEntee) said that it had been stated by 
members of the Opposition that public atten- 
tion had compelled the withdrawal of the 
coal tax. 

“May I deny that at once?’ said the 
MINISTER, amid ironical ‘‘ hear, hear’s,’’ 
and Jaughter from the Opposition. 

The MINISTER said: ‘Since it became 
clear from the revenue returns that this year’s 
Budget would balance without it being 
necessary to collect the tax over the full 
year, steps were taken to abolish the 
emergency duty. It is possible that, in 
anticipation of that, certain deputies began 
to chaith themselves in this guestion ot 
coal. 

There had been lots of verbose statements 
directed to prove that there had been 
excessive profiteering in this commodity 
during the latter part of last year and the 
earlier part of this vear. They had been 
told that the merchants were holding up 
supplies in order that they might exact an 
inflated price, .but that day they had not 
heard a word about the alleged unjust price 
charged during the earlier part of January. 
That day all the clamour of the Opposition 
had been to put in the pockets of the alleged 
profiteers the extra 5s. a ton. 

Why, he asked, was the 
moved to remove this tax? 

Mr. DILLON—Becauce they got cold feet. 

The MINISTER—The Government felt that 
if they did not want the money, the poor 
people, particularly, ought to secure the 
benefit of the remission of the duty at the 
earliest possible moment, (Opposition, 
ironically. ‘‘ Hear, hear.’’) 

Proceeding, the Minister said that when 
the coal. duty was imposed in the first 
instance the coal merchants had got the 
benefit of the appreciation in prices. They 
had gained when the duty was on. and if 
they had lost anything now when the duty 
had gone off the balance. on the whole, was 
even. There were complaints now about a 
profit of 9s, 6d. a ton, but under the last 
Government in 1926 as the Public Accounts 
had revealed, there had been a profit of 
22s. 6d. per ton. 

The second stage was agreed to.

LIGHT FARM WORK FOR 


CHILDREN 


On the second stage of the School Attend- 
ance Bill, 1936, 

Mr. T. DERRIG, Minister for Education, 
said that the bill proposed to re-enact two 
Sub-Sections of the School . ttendance Act, 
1926, which expired on January 1 last, and 
which provided that the doiig of light agri- 
cultural work by children over the ages of 
twelve years for their parents and on their 
parents’ land in two approved periods was 
a reasonable excuse for failure to attend 
school. The periods were from March 17 to 
May 15, and from August 1 to October 15. 

No doubt, he said, farmers, particularly 
small farmers, required the aid of their 
children in the spring and in the harvest. 
This was probably more essential now than 
when the sections were originally introduced, 
in view of the present policy with regard to 
agriculture, 

The percentage of violations of the pro- 
visions of the section had been comparatively 
small. An analysis showed that within the 

ast two years out of a school population of 
87,000 that might have been affected, only 
between 34,000 and 36,000 children had taken 
advantage of the clauses, and those figures 
included the children who remained at home 
from school even for portion of the permitted 
periods. : | 

Mr. J. KEYES (Labour, Limerick) said 
that he was rather surprised that the 
Minister should recommend the enactment of

| the clauses without first examining the entire 


School Attendance Act. The bringing of 
children of tender years frony school into the 
fields to perform what was in actual practice 
heavy work was quite unsuited for 
them. The pulling, pinning and topping of 
beet was a type of work quite inappropriate 
for children. af 

The policy of more tillage should afford 
an opportunity to employ more adult labour 
rather than result in the exploitation of 


children.

This 
show of spirit irritated Deputy Dillon, 
and referring to Deputy Norton and his 
followers as the “ Socialist Party ” he 
pictured to the House their miserable re- 
cord of slavish subservience to Fianna 
Fail. They, by their support of the 
Government, had ruined the farming com- 
munity, and now with ‘‘ shameless 
audacity ’’ they complained of the results 
of their own actions. Labour has been 
hearing a good deal in the past few 
months about slavish subservience, but 
Deputy Keyes, to his credit, laughed 
quite gaily when Deputy Dillon came to 
*‘ shameless audacity.’’ He laughed even 
more gaily when the Chair asked Deputy 
Dillon to touch upon the matter in hand. 

Deputy Dillon saw in the terms of this 
School Attendance Bill an attempt on 
the part of the Government to reduce the 
social services. He arrived at that con- 
clusion by methods which seemed at times 
to wander into the fourth dimension, but 
in the end he voted for the bill, and 
against the Labour Party, so that all, 
presumably, was well. 


THE COAL TAX 


The next item on the Order Paper was 
the Finance (Special Drawback) Bill, and 
this proved to be the most animated de- 
bate of the day.

GENEVA EXPERTS’

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


HE following are the conclusions of the 
committee appointed to consider the 
possibilities of an oil embargo:— 

The figures given to us with reference 
to consumption, of stock and of supply 
which might be en route at the moment, 
of the imposition of an embargo on the 
export of petroleum and petroleum pro- 
ducts, make it possible to estimate roughly 
the period which would have to elapse 
before an embargo, were it to be univer- 
sally applied, would be fully effective.., 

(1) In the conditions prevailing at the 
moment of its session, the commi ‘tee is of 
opinion that this period may be taken 
to be about three to three and a half 
months. 


LIMITATIONS 

(2) In the event of such an embargo 
being applied by all States members of the 
Co-ordination Committee, it would be 
effective if the United States of America 
were to limit their exports to Italy io the 
normal level of their exp ‘s prior to 1935. 

(3) If such an embargo were applied 
by the States members of the Co-ordination 
Committee alone, the only effect which it 
would have on Italy would be to render 
the purchase of petroleum more difficult 
and expensive. 

(4) In view of the possibility. of sub- 
stitutes being used to some extent for 
petroleum (motor spirit), an embargo on 
the export of petroleum and petroleum 


extended to cover industrial alcohol and 


benzole. 
TRANSPORT 
(5) The effectiveness of an embargo 


imposed by States of the Co-ordination 
Committee on the transport of oil to 
Italy is subject to the same limitat‘on as 
an embargo on export. Were these States 
alone to ,rohibit the use of tankers for 
the transport of oil to Italy, Italy would 
be able to satisfy her needs up to about 
50 per cent. from her own resources and 
the rest by means of vessels of other 
States, but with greater difficulty and at 
greater expense. 

(6) If an embargo on transport should 
be decided on, the Committee is of the 
opinion that the most practical form of 
embargo would be one which would pro- 
hibit tankers from proceeding to Italy 
and would also prohibit the sale of 
tankers to States not applying the 
embargo. 

(7) Should it be decided to impose an 
embargo on petroleum, attention should 
be given to the necessity of taking suit- 
able measures to prevent trading by 
indirect routes, including the use of free 
ports, which is of special importance as 
regards petroleum.

KING’S ACCESSION 
DECLARATION 


TO BE SUBSCRIBED NEXT 
AUTUMN

The Accession Declaration which the 
Sovereign is required by law to make is 
expected to be subscribed by King Edward 
VIII. at the opening of a new session of 
Parliament next autumn. This is the 
oath which ensures the maintenance of the 
Protestant faith by the Crown. 

The law ‘requires that the declaration 
should be made by the Sovereign on the 
day of the meeting of the first Parliament 
after his accession, or at his Coronation, — 
whichever comes first. 

The accession meeting 
Council is not the lawful occasion 
subscribing to the Accession Declaration, - 
and the King, accordingly, did not make 
the declaration at the Privy Council meet- 
ing on January 2, though he did on that 
occasion take an oath for the security of 
the Scottish Church. 

The terms of the Accession Declaration 
are :— 

“I do solemnly and sincerely, in the 
presence of God, profess, testify and 
declare that I am a faithful Protestant, 
and that I will, according to the true

Protestant succession to the Throne of my 
Realm, uphold and maintain the said 


enactments to the best of my powers,

Until 1910 the terms of the declaration 
contained references which were considered 
offensive to Roman Catholic subjects of the 
Crown, but the wording was revised by 
Parliament in 1910, shortly after King 
George.V. came to the Throne.

QUESTION .OF PRINTING 
BLOCK TARIFF

The guestion of the imposition of a Customs 
tariff on printing blocks was considered by the 
Council of the Federation of Saorstat Indus- 
tries at its last meeting. In a letter from a 
member-firm it was pointed out that some ol 
the raw materials used in the production of 
such blocks were already subject to tariffs, 
and that this placed Irish firms engaged in the 
business at a distinct disadvantage, as the 
prices charged for the finished blocks are the 
same in this country as in Great Britain. 
Notwithstanding this, the Irish firms have 
not increased their prices, and do not intend 
to do so. 

It was further pointed out that all such 
blocks required in this country can be made 
by Irish firms as efficiently, and at the, same 
prices as by outside firms. Considerable 
employment is already given by Irish firms 
engaged in the industry, and if a tariff. were 
imposed it is contended that such employ- 
ment would he greatly increased. The Council 
decided that the whole matter should be 
considered by a sub-committee. 

The Council had before it further reports 
on the question of penetration of foreign firms 
into the Saorstat. 

Complaints are received continually by the 
Council of the Federation from manufacturers 
all over the country as to interference with 
production through the quota system affecting 
raw materials, A special committee was 
appointed by the Council to consider the 
matter in every aspect, and to prepare a re- 
port for submission to the Department in the 
near future.

With an east wind blowing direct from the 
North Sea, without any hindrance in the 
shape of mountains, Newmarket at the 
yresent time is one of the coldest places in 
hasal, Frost has so hardened the gallops 
on the Heath, in spite of many hours of early 
morning sunshine, that for quite a long time 
now training operations have been practically 
at a standstill. 

The situation regarded serious in 
view of the rapidly approaching flat racing 
season. The custodian of the gallops has 
taken an unusual course, for the time of year, 
of ordering the preparation of the tan upon 
the Bury side. 

Reports from most training stables here 
during the iast week or so indicate that no 
work has been done beyond healthy exercise 
upon the roads or elsewhere in the immediate 
vicinity of the stables. 

Until a thaw sets in no serious work can 
be attempted. It is to be feared that New- 
market horses will be handicapped as regards 
condition when the flat racing season begins 
on the Carholme at Lincoln.

Most Lincolnshire Handicap candidates 
have been restricted to. exercising on the 
roads and similar light work.

TRAINER SAYS IT DOES NOT 
SLOW: UP HORSES 


Many trainers of racehorses, especially 
those at a distance from the sea, find that 
ia periods of tintense and prolonged frost it 
is extremely difficult to keep their charges fit. 
Frost never worries Mr. J. Russell, of Mable 
thorpe, Lines. “I always use the sands, 
summer and winter, for training my horses, 
he stated in an interview yesterday, “ 
trained for several years in South Africa. 
There it was a regular thing in the height 
of summer, when the ground was baked hard, 
to send horses to do their gallops at the sea 
side. I have seen ag many as a hundred 
horses training on the sands at Durban.” 

Mr. Russell decries the notion that gallops 
on sands tend to slow up a horse. ‘I have 
never found that to be the case,” he 
““in fact, it is very beneficial, for their feet 
will stand up to more galloping on sands than 
ou grass. Of course we do not send them 
in quite as fast work as on turf. The motto 
is: “Not so fast work, but more of it.’ 
There are miles of fine sands here. The Royal 
Air Force have taken over part of them for 
target practice, but do not interfere at all 
with the training, as they do not come within 
a mile of my gallops.” 

The value of Mr. Russell’s methods were 
proved when two yéars ago he turned out 
Plav On so fit as to win the Lincolnshire 
Handicap from many horses whose trainers 
had been hard put to it to give them sufficient 
work, He has charge of Ber Coat, who s 
in this year’s Lincolnshire Handicap. Mr 
Russell states that the horse is doing well 
on his sand gallops, and that he is quite fit.

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DEATH OF MR. MICHAEL 
STEPHENS

News reached London yesterday of the 
‘death at Estoril, in Portugal, of Mr. Michael 
Stephens, the well-known racehorse owner. 
Mr. Stephens had been in indifferent health 
for some time. He collapsed in the stand 
reserved for owners at the Ascot meeting last 
June and was taken to the course hospital, 
suffering from a heart attack. 

Mr. Stephens raced _ principally 
National Hunt rules, His jumpers and a 
few flat racers were trained by his friend, 
Mr. Morgan D, Blair, at Ewhurst, in Surrey, 

In Lynton, who is engaged in the Grand 
National, he owned one of the most exten- 
sively raced horses in training. Lynton has 
run in 99 races under National Hunt rules, 
eight of which he has won. He has won one 
race on the flat and was unsuccessful on 
seventeen other occasions. 

Probably the best horse he owned was 
Victor Norman, who promises to become a 
tais hurdle racer, Victor Norman has 
won his last three races, He is entered for 
the valuable Imperial Cup at Sandown Park 
on March 21 along with Aboukir, Armour 
Bright and Wellmet, three others in the same 
ownership. 

Kentapelle and The Brown Talisman also 
carried Mr. Stephens’s colours prominently in 
hurdle races and steeplechases. - Kentapelle 
was successful as recently as January 29 in 
the Kempton Park Handicap Hyrdle. 

Last October Mr. Stephens decided to give 
up racing under National Hunt rules and 
extend his interests on the flat. Most of his 
horses, with the exception of The Brown 
Talisman, who was an old favourite, were for 
sale by private treaty. Some of them were 
offered by public auction at Kempton Park 
last month, but none was sold.

N Tuesday 1 had an interesting chat 
() with a well-known Dublin athletic 


ofticial as to the consequences, not only 
internationally, but for the sport in the Free 
State, of the decisions taken at Sunday 'a 
Congress of the N.A.C.A. (L.). 

“1 will explain the position in a few 
words,’ he remarked, adding—‘‘ By reverting 
to the original constitution of the Associa- 
tion, thereby abolishing the Cycling Board 
and re-afirming the previous. decision of 
Congress to ignore the ruling of the Inter- 
national Federation, the Association com- 
mitted suicide, Already the cyclists have 
resolved to form an association of their own, 


‘and now I will let you into a secret; it ‘s, 


perhaps, tg as well that you should know 
it, and that it should become public pro- 
perty. 


ALREADY AT WORK 


He proceeded to reveal the details of a 
scheme, the nature of which took me by 
surprise. The secession of the cyclists was 
more or less expected; but not many outside 
the inner circles will be prepared for the 
startling news volunteered by him that 
already the formation of another athletic 
body is being proveeded with—one that may 
link up with the new cycling organisation. 

My informant was quite definite on the 
matter: there were no ‘‘ifs’’ or provisos of 
anv sort—another athletic association for the

Free State was a certainty. He named twelve 
clubs which are to form the nucleus of the 
organisation, and of these more than a couple.

I asked him what object could such an 
association hope to achieve, and his reply 
was to the effect that the clubs he had 
mentioned were determined to carry on, but 
that under the conditions that have developed 
from the decisions of the N.A.C.A, Congress 
it would be impossible for them to do so 
except by forming themselves into & new 
body.

In reply to my query: “ But how would 
your proposed association “be received by the 
Federation; how would the Northern Ireland 


| Association take it?” he said that, so far as 


the North is concerned, they hoped to have 
a working arrangement with the Ulstermen, 
and as to the International Federation, that 
body would recognise the new essociation so 
long as it did not interfere with Northern 
Ireland. 

As to available grounds for sports meetings 
in Dublin, he mentioned four that, are in 
every respect eminently suitable for meetings, 
and that would be available for meetings 
of the new association and those of its clubs. 

If all this should come to pass, the position 
will have become intensely interesting.

" yesterday, and the Minister for Justice 
said that the section providing for unani- 
mous verdicts of juries in criminal cases was 
agreed to. 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY (U.I., Mayo, 
West) said that he was sorry te hear that 
the Minister was going to have a unanimous 
verdict in all criminal cases. In his opinion, 
a majority verdict was fairer for the ad- 
‘Ininistration of justice, not merely from the 
point of view of the prisoner, but also from 
the point of view of the State 

Mr. J. A. COSTELLO, K.C. (U.I., Dublin 
County), moved an amendmes* to enable the 
courts in proper cases to award costs in 
favour of an accused person who had been 
acquitted of the charge against him. There 
were, he said, many cases where the police 
brought proceedings, and the rule was that 
if they failed they had not to pay the costs 
of the accused person, but if they won the 
accused person was often made pay costs 
for the State. 

Mr. C. MAGUIRE (Attorney-General) 

said that these cases, before going to a judge 
and jury, went through the hands of a Dis- 
trict Justice, ‘who had satisfied himself that 
there was a prima facie case against the 
accused person. The burden on the Ex- 
chequer of paying such costs would be very 
serious. 
_ Mr. J. I. McGUIRE (ULL, Dublin) said 
it seemed to him a most inequitable system 
under which a man in the dock, no matter 
how slender the case against him, had to 
pay his own costs. 


PROMOTION IN THE 


GUARDS - 


Mr. J. A. COSTELLO, K.C., asked if the 
number of prosecutions over any given period 
was considered as a factor in assessing the 
efficiency of a Civic Guard, because a number 
of these prosecutions should never be brought. 

The MINISTER FOR JUSTICE said he 
was not aware that anything like that was 
taken into consideration as grounds for pro- 
motion. 

Mr. MAGUIRE. Attorney-General, said it 
had been suggested that the greatest number 
of failures occurred among fatal accident 
cases, and he would like to point out that 
after consideration fifty per cent. of these 
were never taken into Court now. 

Mr. W. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork) said the 
amendment might be more suitably considered 
under another bill. Was such another bill 
contemplated? 

She MINISTER said that a Criminal Justice 
Bill had been, and still was, under considera- 
tion, but its preparation would take some 
time. . He would be prepared to consider the 
amendment on that, bill. 

The amendment was withdrawn. 

Moving an amendment to enable the Courts 
to have jurisdiction in the case of any 
dispute unless the Court was satisfied that 
arbitration proceedings would be the more 
suitable manner of deciding an issue. 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.I., Dublin County) 
said that the position of the law regardiag 
arbitration was highly unsatisfactory. Any- 
bódy with experience knew that the cost of 
a tribunal ousting the jurisdiction of the 
Court was by far greater than that of an 
action in the High Court. It was really a 
weapon to put a stop to people bringing 
their cases into Court and having them 
properly litigated. 

The APTORNEY-GENERAL said that it 
would be a rather serious amendment to 
introduce. It affected assurance companies 
more than any other body of persons. He 
agreed that it would be a very good thing 
to have a bill remedying the law relating to 
arbitration, but one of the difficulties was to 
get some standard upon which to decide 
which jurisdiction would be the more efficient 
and expeditious, 

The amendment was withdrawn. 


OCCASIONAL LICENCES 
Mr. COSTELLO (U.I., Dublin Co.) moved 


a. amendment which sought to. provide that 
applications for occasional licences would be 
regulated by judicial proceedings; would be 
made before a judi¢ial person, and decided 
on judicial grounds. He said that the power 
to grant such licences rested with the 
Revenue Commissioners, and rested on a very 
slender and: peculiar foundation. The Act 
of 1927 required that each licence should be 
given by a District Justice on evidence given 
by the police.

DEMAND

LAND ANNUITIES OR 
LAND TAX

HE principal objeci:s of the Labour 

f° Party, as set out in the Constitution, 

were under discussion at the conclusion 

of the annual Labour Party conference at 

36 Merrion square, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. 
W. O’Brien, Chairman, presiding. 

The main objects, it was stated, include the 
setting up of a free Workers’ Republic; the 
political union of Northern Lreland with tne 
Free State, with such degree and form of 
autonomy as inay be found desirable; the 
establishment of the mghts and the accept- 
ance of the obligations of Ireland as a 
Sovereign State in relation to the other States 
of the world; the expansion of international 
activity and influence; the cultivation of 
friendly relations with other States; the ex- 
tension and luprovement of social services ; 
the exploitation of natural resources; the 
organisation on co-operative lines ef agricul- 
ture, fisheries and industry: the traasference 
of banking, transport and sources of power 
to public control, and the democratic manage- 
ment of all industries. 

The conference was informed by ir. L. 
J. Duffy (General Secretary) that it was pro- 
posed that in the event of an election the 
Administrative Council, in consultation with 
the Labour Party in the Dail, should decide 
on those parts of the programme which 
should be published as an electior manifesto. 

The removal of the word ‘‘Irish’’ from 
the tatle of the party was agreed to. 


A COLLECTION 


Mr. Seamus O’Brien (Dublin) suggested 
that the ~Administrative Council should 
organise a national collection on behalf of 
the Party on an appcinted date, the proceeds 
to be divided 351-3 per cent. to the head 
quarters, 351-3 to the area council, and the 
remainder to be retained by the branches 

The Chairman agreed that the need of 
money was very great, but there seemed to 
be a reluctance on the part of the branches to 
send funds to Dublin : 

[t- was decided to base election to the 
Administrative Council on the P.R. system. 

A resolution calling for the immediate 
establishment of an agricultural wages board. 
on which workers in rural areas would have 
direct representation, was adopted. 

Moving that the report, in so far as 1 
concerned legislation dealing with labourers’ 
cottages, lanl be amended, Senator 
Cummins said that the 25 per cent. reductiov 
in rents proposed in the bill was not sufficient, 
and they should demand a reduction of 5) 
per cent. after allowance had been made fo 
upkeep. 

Pensions for junior assistant Mistresses and 
lay teachers retired between Ist February, 
1922, and Ist April, 1934, on the same basis 
as existing teachers in those classes, was 
proposed by Mr. M. Coleman (I.N T.O.) and 
seconded by Mr. J. Hurley, Cork 3 

The motion was unanimously adopted. 

A protest against the present management 
of the Unified Insurance Society was made by 
Mr. T. J. Murphy, T.D., who said that all 
signs pointed to a policy of entrenching per: 
manently two or threc persons in complete 
control of the system instead of providing 
democratic control of that service. They 
would soon become permanent dictators. 

Mr. P. J. O’Brien said that the position 
was becoming a scandal in regard to many 
areas in the country. The Unified Insurance 
Society had aggravated the whole situation. 


SCHOOL-LEAVING AGE 


Dealing with the question of raising the 
school-leaving age, Mr. Linehan 
(I.N.T.O.) said the suggestion that the rais- 
ing of the age would be a hardship on parents 
was a libel on the parents of the country, 


| who were as anxious as any other people 


to give their children the best possible edu- 
cation. 

Mr. W. Norton, T.D., said that tle party 
must take serious notice of the extraordinary 
inter-departmental report. Many strange and 
audacious reports had been made from time 
to time, but this was the most audacious and 
amazing. The report reeked in reaction and 
class bias. 

“The attitude of the Government in ac- 
cepting the report,” he continued, “is a most 
extraordinary one, because its acceptance by 
the Government is clearly an indication that 
this Government, pretending sympathy with 
the working class and working class child- 
ren, is apparently, in the matter of educa- 
tion, going to allow its whole policy to be 
decided on the basis of giving a title to higher 
and university education only to those who 
have wealth and money enough to pay for it. 
If needs be, they should see that the child- 
ren of the working class will be kept at 
school until 16 years, and, if necessary, will 
be paid adequate allowances by the State in 
order that they can absorb the Lest standard 
of education the nation can give them.” 

It might be said on behalf of the Govern- 
ment, continued Mr. Norton, that the cost 
would be onerous for the State to bear. An 
investment of half a million or a million 
— per annum, which he understood to 
e the estimated cost, would be an invest- 
man which the State could well afford to 
make. 

“We must insist that the decision be re- 
considered, and that the age be raised.” 

On the motion of the Tipperary Branch, 
the Conference protested against the un- 
Christian rates of wages paid by the Land 
Commission to workers employed by them. 

Mr. D. Kennedy, Clonmulty, urged the 
setting up of machinery to protect the wages 
of workers employed in housing schemes, and 
said that the Department should direct the 
Guards to inspect the books of contractors,

The Conference agreed to refer for further 
consideration a motion from the Mount 
Temple Branch, proposed by Mr. B. Kelly, 
seers. that a moratorium be granted 
respect of all annuities due by owners of 
agricultural holdings of less than 25 acres,

Mr. P. J. Keyes, T.D., Limerick, said that 
the time would undoubtedly come when the 
present system would be replaced by a land 
lax. 

the Constitution and annual report, with 
recommended amendments, were adopted. 
Among other resolutions adopted by the 
Conference was one urging the formation of 
co-operative organisations of small farmers to 
facilitate the purchase of agricultural umple- 
ments, ete.; a demand that all works under- 
taken by local authorities should be carried 
out by direct labour, and landless men be 
given preference in employment; urging that 
steps be taken to pay direct to the owners 
all subsidies and bounties provided in connec- 
tion with the. sale of cattle; that suitable 
meals be provided for all school children, and 
the meal interval be extended to one hour; 
and that a national lime scheme be in- 
augurated by the Government, and that the 
management of all lime kilns be taken over 
by the county -councils, the Government pro- 
viding the finance. 

Replying to a vote of thanks at the con- 
clusion of the Conference, Mr. W. O’Brien, 
Chairman, said that a general election might 
occur before they met again, and he believed 
thev had laid the foundations of a party that 
would make a strong appeal to the country.
